Early 


}n the century, about half of this farm 
was sold to a man by the name of Cor- 
vln 
We have business with some Ol cis 


posterity In the present narrative. 
The house which Corvlobuilt stood half- 


way between the old Bilufl-homeEtead and 
the village of Fenbrook, (which had been 
In gradual course of materialisation since 
before the Revolutionary war.) 
Corvln 


was a lawyer. He brought money with 
him, and mode more. . He was a push- 
ing shrewd man, and before his death 
had served a term In the State legislature. 
His son adopted the profession of law 
also but did not make out so well witn it. 
He 'seemed to lack the gift of success. 
Bolng upon a time, In straits, he got a 
considerable loan of money. Now, no 
details as to this loan were known but It 
was the general Impression that It came 
from Matthew Billop, the then head of 
the Blllop clan, with whom Corvln was 
understood to bo on rather Intimate terms. 
What security did Corvln give for it? 
What was there for him to give, except 
a mortgage on his land? 
It was not 


kiown what use he made of the loan; but 
there were indications that he never paid 
Interest on It, and it was only a question 
of time, therefore, when it would be fore- 
closed. Tor Matthew Billow was not the 
sort of man to give up his just dues to 


Ul the Blllops acres to his own. Nancy, 
being so unexpectedly reduced jn circum- 
stances, and having no more head for bus- 
iness than a hen, was thankful to ex- 
change parcels of her -land for a little 
cash 
The neighbors shook their heads; 


but what could they do? or say even, 
above their breaths? Corvln was a law- 
yer and a haru one; he would have been 
down on any one of them to whom he 
could trace an insinuation against his per- 
fect integrity. 
They might think what 


they liked; but he was much more apt^to 
put them In goal for libel than they were 
to get him hanged for murder. They had 
not even a corpus delicti.

Foraker referred is an overwhelming 
reason why Governor Campbell should 
again- be called to the head of the state
